Pension Commissioner's Report. 


W AsHINGTON, September 22.—In his annual 
report to the postmaster general of his opera- 
Zions of the inspection bureau of the post- 
office department during the last fiscal year, 
Chief Inspector Wm. A, West says arrests wore 
made during the year to the number of 600, 
the largest number, 66, being in Idgho terri- 
tory: New Mexico following with 62 arrests. 
Of the persons arrested, 245 were posta! em- 
ployes, 4( being postmasters, :31 assistant post- 
wasters. 3 clerks in postoffices, 14 railway 


‘postal clerks, 24 letter carriers, 27 mail carri- 


ers and 11 other employes. Persons arrested 


who were not in the serviceincluded 79 bur- 
glarsand 51 ex: postinasters. 
In 606 cases, subject to the jarisdiction of 


i nitcd States courts, forty one of the persons 
srrested were discharged upon a preliminary 
heating, 26 were tried and acquitted, 214 
were coavicted, seven proceedings were dis: 
missed by Unised States attorneys or courts, 
fiftecn fai'ed of indictment, and 295 are await- 
ing trial. In fifty-four state court cases, eight 
persons were tried and convicted, four were 
acquitted, twenty-five await trial, and seven- 
teen were left to be prosecated by employers. 
There were 4,251 complaints received of depre- 
Gatiors, accidents and delays in domestic reg- 
istéred mails, of which 3,207 ware investigat- 
ed,andin 1,956 the cases were found tobs 
groundies:. In1,140 cases thecause of loss 
was aect ri.iced, and in 543 of these the money 
was either recovered, or the loss made good. 
‘bere was anfactual loss to sendersfin 722 cases. 
Ordinary letters to the numberof 24 215 
were rej ried lost, rifled or delayed, 18,152 
with encic sures and 6,033 without enclosures. 
Four bundred and eighty seven postoflices 
weie reported robbed, and two hundred and 
sixty vine burned, seventy-six postal car; 
were reported burned or wrecked, twenty- 
seven mail stages robbed, seven mail messen- 
gers or their wagons robbed, seventy-nine 
pouches jcst, and one hundred and twenty- 
seven sto'en, cut or injared by falling under 
trains. No joss was found to have occurred in 
"657 cases and 13,075 are bolieved. to be 
properly chargeableto depredations of postal 
employes. 
in conclusion, the chief inspector says the 
bureau is now up with its work, instead of 
being nine months behind as at the beginning 
ofthe fisc l year. The increased number of 
cases made up was 7,285 and the increased 
number disposed of was 3,344, as compared 
with the preceding year, while the decrease in 
expencilure was $4,284.

THE PENSIONS BURGAU. 


Report of the Commission on its Operations 
. for the Past Year. 

WaAsuINGTON, September 22,—The commis- 
sioner of pensions has filed with the secretary 
of the interior his report of operations of the 
pension bureau for the fiscal year ended June 
20, 1s°6. From the report it appears that on 
ysune 30th last, there were 365,783 pensioners 
on the rolls, composed of 265,854 army inva 
Jids; 50,162 army widows, minor children and 
cependent relatives; 2,953 navy invalids; 1,873 
navy widows, miner children, ete; 1,539 
survivors of the war of 1512; showing a 
loss Curing the year of 1,409 of this class. 
There were 15°97 widows of soldiers of the 
war of ]~12, showing a loss during the year in 
this @ass of 3,815. Twenty-four original 
claims were filed in this class during the year; 
ihe nemes of 3041 additional widows appeared 
on the rolls:"10. 357 new pensioners were aided 
to the rojl during the year; 2,2, 089 pensioners’ 
nan ¢s were dropped from the rolls on account 
of death, remarriage, frands, etc. leaving a 
net increase in the roll of 20,655 names. The 
annus! average value of each pension was 
S125 23, a gain of $11.83 over the average value 
of the preceeding year. Theaggregate annual 
value was $44,705.027, being an increase in the 
annual value of $6,617,041. The amount paid 
for pensions during the year was $63,797,531, 
the difference in amount and annual value 
representing accrued and arrearage pensions 
paid during the year. 


A QUESTION OF SALARIGS. 


Members of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion Not Provided For. 


WASHINGTON, September 22.—The war de- 
partment some days ago in a communication 
io the acting attorney-genera!, informed him 
dhat congress had made no specific appropria- 
Zion for the salaries of members of the Miss- 
issippi river commission, and asked for an 
Opinion as to whether their salaries could be 
paid out of the appropriation for the improve- 
ment of the river. The acting attorney-gen- 
eral found that many of the duties of the 
commission were permanent, and decided 
Zbat the salaries of members of the commis- 
Bion from civil life could no more be paid 
out of the appropriation than could the salary 
ofthe secretary of war or those of officers of 
the engineer corps of the army, who are mem- 
bers of the commission. The commission de- 
Sires to meet and begin work at once, but un- 
der this decision its members will have to 
serve without receiving their salaries until 
provision for their payment shall be made by 
the next congres3, and it is a question whether 
they will be able and willing wo do so.

BOB AND ALF AT COLUMBIA. 


The Democrats Ten to One Againat the 
Republicans, 

CcLUMBIA, Tenn,, September 22.—[Special.] 
Today wasa gala day in Columbia, The an- 
nouncement of Bob and Alf Taylor’s appoint- 
ment to speak, caused people of every color, 
size and previous condition to pour iato the 
city. Good feeling reigned throughout the 
day. The sovereigns were white in multi- 
plicity. The red rose element was scattering 
The historic city—the birth place of orators, 
and the home of statesmen—was the scene of 
a demonstration which is not.to be forgotten. 
The ardor which marks the followers of the 
mountain boy, increases as he enters upon the 
middle section of the state, and foreshadows 
results which are full of happy significance to 
the democracy. 

The republican candidate spent last night 
at the residence of A. M. Hughes, a beautiful 
spot in the suburbs. The democratic chioftain 
was met at Franklin this morning by Messrs. 
F. D. Lander, Dr. R. P. Jones, and N. R. 
Wilkes, of Columbia, of the Bob Taylor club, 
who mace arrangements for receiving him at 
the junction of Hampshire pike Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, a mile from Columbia, 
When the next governor reached that point, 
the train stopped, and the gubernatorial party 
left the cars. Bob was received by a commit- 
tee, whocscorted him toalandau, drawn by 
four stylish horses. Atanearly hour in the 
morning, a marshal had been stationed at each 
of the pikes entering the city, and as the 
horsemen entered they were directed to re- 
pair to the railroad junction. 

There Mr. W. P. Wooldridge, chairman of 
the Central Bob Taylor club, formed them in 
line on either side of the road. When Bob 
alighted from the train over a thousand 
equestrians, bedecked for the occasion, were 
in waiting. The Witt Rifles were out and 
formed just bebind the band and in front of 
the carrisge which contained the democratic 
leader. At his side sat Senator Whitthorne 
and opposite was George Taylor, chairman of 
the county executive committee. In a carriage 
sat W. J. Whitthorne and General Lucius E. 
Polk, legislative candidates, and Hon. T. M, 
McConnel), chairman of the democratic state 
executive committee. The escorts and Center- 
field democracy, of Maury, dropped into line. 
As the future governor, hat in hand, advanced 
alorg the line of horsemen they cheered 
him‘totheecho. Thousands of voices were 
bidding him welcome. The Cantreil Light 
Artillery had been stationed on Reservoir hill, 
and as Bob advanced they fired salutes in his 
honor. It seemed that every man, woman 
and child in Maury county had hurried to the 
county seat to greet Bob. It was the most 
notable event of the canvass, The calvacade 
advanced at a trot, and in ten minutes had 
reached the Bethel house. At his apartments 
in the Bethel house he held a reception for 
several hours. Men, women and children 
ficcked to the rooms. Sach admiration was 
never manifested for any man as was shown 
bere today for Bob Taylor. The beautiful 
grove of the Athenaum, one of the 
noted female colleges of the place, was the 
spot selected for the speaking. It was finely 
adapted to such a purpose and hither thous- 
ands repaired. Fully 7,000 people were on the 
grounds. It wasa magnificent county assem- 
blage of the best people. 

Alf, was introduced by A. M. Hughes, Jr., 
in a neat speech. The republican candidate 
made an exceedingly fine presentation of re- 
publican doctrines. He realized the fact that 
the audience was ten democrats to one repub- 
lican and nerved himself to acquit himself 
handsomely. He did so. His friends were 
p'exzsec, He sought to make a point on the state 
debt question, knowing that this was the ceuter 
ofthe strength of the ekyblues, four years ago, 
but the democratic ranks were hasmonized 
long since. Heprophesied a republican vic- 
tory if the followers of their party would do 
their duty in November. The crowd cheered 

him lustily atthe conclusion of his speech. 
TLice little girls, clad in red garments, 
advanced tothe platform and presented him 
with bouquets of red flowers, which he grace- 
fully received. 

When Bob arose he was cheered so lustily 
that be could not proceed for a minute or two. 
When silence was obtained he proceeded to 
make aspeech, which was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. Bob was inspired by the 
presence of ardent partisans and did not fail 
to come up to their expectations. The speech 
Jasted one hour anda half, bristled with good 
points and was vociferously cheered. Much 
had been expected, but no man who heard 
him could fail to have his admiration increas- 
ed. The rejoinders were spirited, but, like the 
Jeading remarks, marred by no personalities, 
Bob's rejoinder was marked by somethiog 
which promises to have an effect upon the 


campaign. Two days ago, Mr. Harrington, a 
prominent member of the Knights 
of Labor of Tennessee, showed the 
brothers a list of questions and 


told them that they would be requested toan- 
swer the questions today. The questions were 
of vital interest to the Knights of Labor and 
upon the answers of the candidates the atti- 
tude of the order toward them would depend. 
Accordingty .oday, printed copies of the ques- 
tions which were resolved upon by the state 
central labor union, a few days ago, were 
banded to the brothers, Alf took no notice of 
the interrogatories of the Knights of Labor, 
tut Bob did answer every one satisfactorily to 
Mr. Harrington. 

The questions and Bob Taylor’s answers 
were as follows: 

“Will you, if elected, recommend and use 
your influence to secure the repeal of the 
obnoxious convict lease law?” 

“I will,” 

“Will you favor a law in this state prohibit. 
ing the employment of children under fifceen 
years of age in mines, shops and factories?” 

“Yes, if it be the desire of our laboring 
c’asses I will.” 

“Will you endeavor to enforce the laws 
relating to the ventilation and inspection of 
mines, and secure the appointment of a prac- 
tical miner as mine inspector’”’ 

“I will.” 

“Will you favor the passage of a law giving 
the mechanic and the parties who furnish ma- 
terial a first lien upon everything they manu- 
facture?” 

“IT will.” 

Mr. Harrington had been delegated by the 
state union to propound these questions to the 
gubernatorial candidates. He was seen by 
your coi respondent. 

“Are the answers of Bob Taylor satisfactory 
to your order?’ was asked. 

“Perfectly 60,” was the reply. 

“Will the Knights of Labor, as an order, 


support him on these declarations’” 
“They will,” was the ready response. 
Colonel A.M, Hughes, Jr., and W. J. Whit- 


thorne presented to the republican and demo- 
cratic candidates, respectively, handsome 
floral tributes, which were gracefully recsiv- 
ed. Bob spends tonight at the home of Sena- 
tor Whitthorpe. Alf is with Arch Hughes.

SECRET SOCIETIES. 


ODD FELLOWS AND KNIGHTS- 
TEMPLAR PARADES. 


The Great Precession of Odd Fellows Through the 
BSirecets of Boston—A General Holiday in St, 
Louis on Account of the Knights-Tem- 
plear Drill—A Large Attendance. 


St. Louis. September 22 —Hours before the 
time for the grand drill, which was to 
open the proceedings of the day at the 
fair grounds, streams of people began 
pouring through the gates, and by ten o’clock 
the free stands were more than half 
filled, while the grand and other reserved 
stands were occupied by hundreds. Ladies 
seemed to form at least half the audience. 
The fair grounds, which are among the finest 
in the world, presented a beautiful appear- 
ance. The rains of yesterday had cleaned 
everything, while the winds and bright sun- 
shine of the morning had dried the grass and 
rendered promenading a decided pleasure, al- 


’ thongh the turf was a little soft for the pur- 


pose of drilling. The huge platform, erected 
within the race track for the concert, which 
is to form, perhaps, the chief attrattion of the 
day, was gaily decorated with banners and 
emblems, as were the grand stands, booths, 
exhibit balls and snowy tents pitched on the 
lawn for the use of the commanderies entered 
for the drill. The bands and commanderies 
entered for the drill were early on the grounds, 
and were escorted to their positions by squad- 
rors from the local commanderies. 

By 11 o’clock fully ten thousand spectators 
were on the ground, and the stream of new- 
comers was unchanged fand more dense than 
ever. The commanderies, as they marched 
to the parade grounds, were received with 
loud applause which grew into tumult, a3 those 
of national repute appeared. Jackson No. 9, 
of Jackson, Mich., was first on the grounds, 
and other competitors in the drill came in the 
following order: 

Detroit No. 1, of Detroit, Michigan. 

Louisville No. 1, Louisville, Kentucky. 

St. Bernard No, 15, Chicago. 

De Molay No. 12, Louisville. 

Raper No. 1, Indianapolis, Indiana. 

Zion No, 2, of Minneapolis, 

Owing to the fact that no prizes or diplomas 
were to be awarded, and no official decision as 
to the merits of the competition was to be an- 
nounced, the utmost good feeling prevailed. 

The competitive arill was a success and was 
witnessed by many thousands of persons. In 
the afternoon occurred the great concert, led 
by P. 8S. Gilmore. A conservative estimate of 
the number of auditors would place it at 
75,000, though it was estimated as high as 
150,000. Whatever the actual number it was 
eufficient to prevent those on the outskirts of 
the crowd hearing much of the music. Among 


the pieces played were the following: 
Concert polka, for cornets, by 
183 cornetists, with accompaniment 


by United States bands; “Columbia,” by 
vnited band, with artillery accompaniment. 
Pilgrim’s Chorus, from Hembardi, by 100 
trombones, tenor-horns, baritones and eupho- 
niume, accompanied by united band. Anvil 
Chorus, performed by the united bands and 
drill corps, with accompaniment of fifty an- 
vils. 

The merchants exchange held no session in 
honor of the event and the released clerks as 
well astheir employera wasted little time in 
proceeding to the grounds. As the morning 
passed away, the usually busy streets became 
almost @eserted; so many avatled themselves 
of the opportunity of contributing to the 
charitable cause. The only class of people 
present in the city who did not generaily at- 
tend the exercises were members of the grand 
encampment, whose meeting at 11 o’clocx 
made it absolutely impossible for them to 
leaye the city. They were represented by a 
few who obtained leave to absent themselves 
from the meeting. 

Tonight a second illumination of the city 
occurred, continuing from 8 o’clock until 
midnight. 'Tomorrow’s grand parade will 
follow the plans made for the parade inter- 
1upted Tuesday, and promises to be as suc- 
cessful as it would nave been hut for the post- 
ponement. 


THE ODD FELLOVWVS. 


Proceedings of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
at Boston. 

Boston, September 22.— The sovereign 
grand lodge I. O. O. F. was called to order by 
Deputy Grand Sire White, at nine o’clock this 
morning, and opened in regularform. Juris- 
diction were called and a large amount of 
business presented, which was referred to the 
various standing committees. Representative 
Rowe, of Dakota, presented a resolution pro- 
viding for obituary notices of deceased mem- 
bers tobe handed to the secretary and be 
printed in the Revised Journal. 

Representative Carlin, of Illinois, present- 
ed a protest from Excelsior Canton, of 
Chicago, against the action of Lieu- 
tenant General Underwood, in post 
poning thedrill which was to have taken 
place today, demanding that the drill proceed, 
and if no other canton appeared for drill, that 
the first prize be accorded to Excelsior can- 
ton.

On motion of mers ey a ty Cox, of Maine, 
representatives and their ladies were request- 
ed to meet in Odd Fellows’ hall at 1:30 p. m. 

Reports, as they appeared upon the journal, 
were taken up. Anumber of appeal cases were 
passed upon, or laid over until tomorrow. — 

The grand lodge then adjourned uatil nine 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 

It is estimated that between 10,000 and 135,- 
000 men were in line. The procession p 
in review before the grand sire ofthe grand 
lodge, at Odd Follows’ hali; before Mayor 
O'Brien at’the! city hall; Governor Robinson 
at the state house, and Lieutenant Governor 
Ames, on Arlington street. The streets 
through which the procession passsd were 
densely packed with people, and it was with 
great difficulty that the police kept the pas- 
sage clear. The decorations along the route 
were by no means elaborate, although several 
tasteful displays were noticed. The line was 
ditmissed shortly aftersix o’clock and the 
streets presented a lively appearance tonight, 
as the various out-of town bodies were march- 
ing to the stations to return home. 

The monster procession of Odi Fellows 
moved at about two o’clock. The streets along 
the route were lined with people and the 
windows of buildings and points of vantage 
were crowded, Many observation stands had 
been erected and they were all filled. The 
proceasion was the largest of its kind ever seen 
in Boston.

‘All right, sir; good night,” said the repor- 
ter, and left him. 

The priconer occupies the extreme south- 
western corner of the jail on the second floor. 
He is provided with every convenience, and 
was leisurely smoking a cigar when the repor- 
ter approached him, 

Your correspexdent then sought Colonel C, 
©. Brantley, who is an old friend of Frank’s, 
and together they visited the jail yard, By 
courtesy of Captein Ennis, Captain Brantley 
called Frank up, and the gleam of a cigar 
showed upstairs. 

“‘Prenk, old fellow, I know you well, will 
you not tell me something?’ 

‘“‘T bave told ail | know.” 

“You confessed that you killed the ladies. 
Now will you confess that there was arapo 
committed?’ 

- “J told all I knew in the pubHshed re- 
port.” 

“Prenk, old feilow, are you prepared to 
meet your God with all this thing im your 
borom ?” 

“T bave told you all I know. Thatisall I 
bave got to say about it?” ee 

“Did you premeditate anything of this kind 
when you left Elisha Humphries house?” 

“Tl was crazy with whisky ‘aud don’t re- 
member what I did.” 

“Frank, which did you shoot first?” 

“T bave told already that I shot Miss Carrie 
fixst, and after che fell, 1 shot Miss Ella down, 
and after I shot her down she said: ‘Do not 
tronble me further, but leave mealone.’

Humpbries then said that he wanted to warn 
23] young men against the use of whisky. He 
repeated the same old story of persons who 
began ata drink and gotoa haif gallon, All 
the while he was puffing away at a cigar, and 
appeared as nonchalant as a lecturer trained 
tothe platform in some great city. 

“Frank, did you cut off your shirt sleeves, 
snd in any other mannertry to hide your 
crime ?” 

‘*] can’t tell. I just havea dim recollection 
of cutting my sleeve somewhere near an old 
red bill.” 

‘ Frank, d:d you do that after or before the 
muider?”’ 

“Ae leaid, it was after the killing, and J

‘Frank, I hate to tell you good bye without 
atking you was there an outrage committed on 
thore bodies or not?” 

“I don’t remem ber,but the evidence was that 
there was an outrage committed.” 

“One more question Frank, and we will bid 
you good bye forever. Did you cut Migs 
Ella’s throat after you shot her?” 

‘‘I-don’t know. I have no recollection at 
all about it.’’ 

‘‘How far did you drag the bodies ?” 

“So far as I could learn the next day they 
were dregged about one hundred feet.”’ 

With thatthe reporter bade him good bye 
axd Frank Humpbries was left to brood over 
the bloody crime for thirty-six hours, He 
appears to be totally unconscious of the fear- 
ful deed he has committed, and were he not 
such a monster his conduct would seem herois. 
Under the light of the quiet stars he was left 
to his melancholy musings. He will make an 
acdrcss tothe few who areto hear him on 
the dey of his execution. He has virtually 
acknowlcdged everything, and his last words 
were: 

“You ought to hear my poor wife tell how I 
met her next morning.” 

Later a letter was seen by your correspond- 
ent, addressed to his uncle at Albany, which 
expressed hisdeep sorrow and also conveyed a 
deep warning to those of his friends whoare 
addicted to liquor drinking. A strange coin- 
cidence connected with the Humphries murder 
care, is that the Jast time he was in town pre- 
vious to the murder was on Friday.

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The Money Makers. 


The young man who spends money freely 
may look forward to an old age of poverty. 
It will do him little good to begin practicing 
economy after he passes the line of middle 
age. 

A thoughtful contemporary presents some 
very interesting figures on this subject. The 
tule of compound interest is thesecret of all 
wealth not accumulated by speculation. 

Here isan example that will open the 
eyes of some people: 

If money can be invested at 8 per cent and the 
interest reinvested at the same rate it will double 
in five years. Allow ten years for this totake place, 
owing to loss of time for reinvesting, and we reach 
the remarkable conclusion—remarkable we mean, 
to those who have not thought about it—thatif a 
man can invest $5,000 at one and twenty years, and 
let it accumulate at compound inverest, it will 
amount to the enormous sum of *150,000 if he lives 
to the ege of reventy, to $300,000 at eighty, and 
$600,000 at ninety. Thisisthe secret of the large 
fortunes of the great bankers and capitalists whose 
money goeson accumulating from generation to 
generation, and augments with prodigious rapidity 
after thirty or forty years have passed. 

Our contemporary indulges in the follow- 
ing pertinent reflections: 

Now, suppose a man begins life with economical 
habits, and by rigid self denial accumulates $10,000 
by the time he is twenty-five. This sum will have 
increased toa competency when he desires to be 
free from the cares of business, and he can then, 
and indeed, for years before, have the pleasure of 
layingout his money freely and without fear in 
gratifying his tastes or doing good. Butif he be 
inclined to humor his tastes when young—to buy, 
we wi)]l say, expensive furniture, or to mingle too 
freely in society, so that he never saves atall untii 
he is five end forty—what good will $10,000 do him 
then’ Itis, of course, good in itself, but asthe 
fouv dation of a competency such asum is wholly 
inadequate. It would amount to only $0,000 at 
sixty-five, and not toa competency till long after 
three score and ten. One dollar at twenty-one is 
Worth *1.20 atninety, andevery $100 spent in foolery 
and finery before five and twenty is simply $3,000 
thrown away from that provision which should be 
mace for the time when work must be a burden. 

The young man who does not consider 
these points is not destined to take his place 
among the money makers of the country. 
No royal road to fortune is pointed out here, 
but the pathway indicated is sure and safe. 
It is within the reach of the average young 
man, and if he doesnot follow it he willlive 
to regret his folly. 


A Sad Case. 

The discovery that Cashier Gould, of the 
First National bank of Portland, Me, is a 
defaulter to the extent of about $100,000, is 
the sensation of the day in New England. 
Gould is the son in-law of Neal Dew, the 
prohibition reformer, and is himself a lead- 
ing light in religious and reform circles, 

The case excites the utmost astonishment. 
‘“Ilow could he. have preached as he did 
while all the time engayved in stealing?’’ is 
the question on everybody’s lips, It seems 
that Gould’s thefts have been going on for 
ten years past, the very period when he was 
most actively engaged in his public and relig- 
lous labors. 

A peculiar thing about the affair is that 
the defaulter is fifty-two years old. He 
passed through youth and middle age witha 
reputation for integrity, and became a hypo- 
crite and a thief late in life. 

It is difficult to explain such crookedness. 
We bave had so many similar cases that men 
have very little faith in one another. One 
thing, however, we can do. We can watch 
the men we trust. They should be watched 
in order to be kept out of temptation. While 
Gould deserves all the blame that can be 
heaped upon him, the slack bank officials 
are in some measure responsible. It was 
the height of folly for the directors to go 
to sleep for ten years, reposing blind confi- 
dence in their cashier, simply because he 
made good prohibition speeches and pretty 
Sunday-school talks. The man who handles 
other people’s money should be watehed 
aud held in check without. regard to his 
piety, bis professions or his social and politi- 
cal alliances. This is business. 


Slandering Adam. 


At the national republican anti-saloon con- 
ference in Chicago, one of the speakers said 
that he took no stock in the Bible’s account 
of the fall of Adam. He did not believe 
that Adam got into trouble because he ate 
an apple. It was more likely that he got 
drunk and thus brovght sin and suffering 
into the world. 

The speaker doubtless thought he was get- 
ting off a smart thing. It was simply irrev- 
erent and idiotic. The anti-saloon move- 
ment is one of the greatest that this country 
has ever seen, but some of its advocates 
should be muzzled. Infidel wit, reckless 
lying and absurd exaggerations will injare 
any cause, 

Adam was bad enough without accusing 
bim of drunkenness. It would perhaps be 
a strong point if he could be lugged on the 
prohibition platform as a warning example, 
but the facts do not justify it. The reformer 
who falsifies the Bible to aid a good cause 
will not do to trust.

Senator Colquitt and Other Georgians.

The imperfect synopsis of Senator Colquitt’s 
speech, published this morning, will give our 
readers a very imperfect idea of it. While the sen- 
ator’s character and standing as a public man were 
very well knownin Nashville, but little was known 
of his power as a speaker, 

But the freshness ofthe announcement thata 
distinguished democratic senator, a man who had 
been a general inthe war andtwice governor of 
his state and now United States senator, was going 
to speak on temperance, brought together at amuse- 
ment hall an immense audience of our best people. 

To say the speech did credittothe senator as a 
Georgianisahigb, but a deserved compliment, 
Georgia has never been without great leaders, In 
old times Mr, Berrien was regarded as inferior to 
no man as a statesman and jurist. 

Mr. Toombs, when the senate of the United 
States was made up of the most intellectual men 
of the states, was regarded as one of the most in- 
tellectnal men in the body. 

Mr. Stephens was long the leader in the house of 
representatives, anda man of enlarged views; in- 
deed, a great statesman, Howell and Tom Cobb— 
one as great a statesman and the other as great a 
lawyer—ranked fora long period along with the 
great men of the nation. 

Governor Joe Brown, at present one of the sena 
tors, isa most remarkableman. As chief justice of 
the supreme court of his state, as governor for six 
years, and as senator, he has, in all these posi- 
tions, quie distinguished himself; a man who 
thinks tor all Georgia--wh o managed the business 
éflairs of his state while he was governor asif he 
bad been looking after hisown private business. 

Ben Hillin the senate when be met and con- 
quered the plumed knight made the whole south 
prowd of him; inceed, asa man of rare gifts he had 
no superior in the United States. 

Senator Colquitt, the father of the present sen- 
ator, was a2 man of the purest life, great courage 
in the di-charge of public’ duties, and withala 
man of superior intellect. 

John B. Gordon, who will soon be elected goy- 
ernor of the state, was in the United States senate, 
and there, under trying circumstances, showed 
himself to be not only an orator who ranked with 
the first, buta statesman, who commanded the 
msrect of everybody by his wise and conservative 
course; he was as popular, in the senate as he was 
in the aimy, when the whole army loved and fol- 
lowed him. 

What this community saw in the extraordiuary 
Ss; eech of Senator Colquitt, yesterday, is what has 
made Georgia statesmen rank along with the first 
men of the nation. The public men of Georgia 
have had the courage of their convictions; they 
have been bold and fearless in speaking what 
they believed ; they haye been leaders, and they 
bave led by their courage.

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A MISSIONARY HBROINE, 


Her Brave Struggle Against Hondreds of 
Infuriated Chinese. 
From the Davenport (lowa) Democrat. 

The telegraph bas informed the readers 
from time to time of the great outbreaks against 
the foreigners, especially missionaries, in al) parts 
of China-—and now there comes a story of the peril 
and heroism of a lady who was born and raised in 
Davenport that will deeply interest everybody in 
the city. This lady was formerly Miss Mary Porter, 
daughter of Mrs. Dr. Porter, of Davenport. She 
wént from this city to Chiva as a missionary ia 
1871; she returned home fora a rest in 1876, and 
went back to China in 1877, She was in Pekin 
fourteen years. In June, 1881, she married the Rev. 
Frenk (iamewell, son of the inventor of the Game- 
well electric fire alarm. Last fall Mr. Gamewell 
was ap} cinted superintendent of the missions at 
Chung King, Western China, 1,600 miles from 
Shanghai. 

It seems that for some time the Chinese of Chung 
King have been growing more and more intolerant 
of foreigners, especially » of the 
maltreatment and murder of Chinese on our Pa- 
cific coast, the acconnt of the ris be the Chi- 
nese reaching that distant part of China = pnete 
exaggerated form. The missionaries and other 
foreigners became the subjects of grossest insults in 
June last, and the walls of their bonuses were be- 
spattered The missionaries were called 
‘foreign devils'’ and ‘foreign d " Mr. Game- 
well writes this to his nis under date of June 
12. He then says: “Sunday, June 6, I preached 
ip the city, leaving Mary in charge of the house. 
Shortly after I le she beard a noise-that of a 
large crowd which had gathered. They threw 
stones ard other missiles on the roof and agatnst 
the walland demanded admittance. Mary went 
dowb avd had the gate opened, and went out 
into their midst, talking to them for some time. 
telling them tbat it was contrary to all their 
customs and mapuers to seek admittance to a 

lace when gentle menare abseut. This is a care- 

ully observed to:m of Chinese etiquette and qui- 
eted them for a while, but they grew noisy again, 
and in time she retreated intothe yard and had 
the gate closed The cow ,two hundred in num- 
ber rene the gate down and started to 
rush in, ary took my guo, which happened to 
be in a case under the bed, and for which she had 
no ammunition, and started out toward the crowd, 
thinking to frighten them and keep them hack for 
a time, it being nearly time for me to rewurn. A 
(‘binese mob is very cowardly, and this one ran at 
the first tight of the gun, but they concluded that 
it was not leaded, and tried to wrest it from one of 
the coolest and most Courageous women that ever 
walked the face of the earth—and of course svc- 
ceeded. The gun was torn from herand she was 
painfully, though hot perousty hurt. In tryingto 
get the gun they poundéd her hands and arms,and 
the crowd pelted her with sticks end stones. Her 
hands were badly bruised and cut 
‘deeply on the inside. The left side of her 
face was badly bruised with a stone and her dress 
was covered with mud. As soon as the crowd saw 
the blood on her face and hands they were fright- 
ened—for in Chinato draw blood 1s punishable 
with decapitation—so they rushed from the place, 
Cariying the gun withthem. The gun was return- 
ed py an official the day after. We are allcon- 
vinced that nothing but Mary’s nerve saved the 
premises from being looted.”’ 

But the account given by Mr. Gamewell Is only 
apreludeto the work of destruction which was 
soon to follow. Today Mrs. Dr. Porter receiveda 
letter from her daughter Mary. It is dated ‘‘Meth- 
odist Episcopal mission hospital, Chung King, 
China, July 7th, 1886,"’ and openg in this way: 

“My Precious Mother: This heading isonly a 
reminder of plans that are spoiled and hopes that 
are — Allour property has been destroyed, 
and we have taken refuge with the officials. No 
foreigner has been killed, but evervtbing we pos- 
sess has been taken from usand our lives endan- 
gered. The British resident, Mr Bowen, the Chi- 
nese island missionaries,(Englisb) American Bible 
scciety colporteur, the Catholics and ourselves 
have suffered—the Catholic cathedral looted and 
burned tothe ground. Arich Catholic armed two 
hundred orthree hundred men, fought for his 
place and killed thirty or mor@ofthe mob. I am 
afraid telegrams may have reached you and filled 
you wilh alarm, butthus also must we trustin 
Him who has cared for us through all these days 
of danger and destruction.’’ 

The letter then gives an account of the destruc- 
tion of a)l the mission houses—all denominations 
sharing the same fate. The oflicials did all they 
could to save the lives of the missionaries and 
other foreigners, and sncceeded, but winked at the 
destruction of houses aud property. All Mr. and 
Mrs. Gamewell saved was $150 in cash. and a 
watch that they had in their clothing. The gar- 
ments they had on were all they were permitted 
to take away. 

“Where is your daughter now’”’ asked the re- 
porter, as he concluded the reading of the letter. 

* Nearing San Franciseo, I believe, in a steam- 
ship—she will arrive in a few days now.”’

“Yes, and were given protection on an Ameri- 
can steamer.

Prohibition is about to become the great issue in 
Tennessee, and the indications are that that state 
will joi the prohibition ranks next year. It is 
absolutely out of polfties, as both parties hola the 
faine position concerning it. The platform of both 
the democratic and the republican conyen- 
tions, adopted by the conventions which 
nominated the Taglor brothers, declare in 
favor of submitting the question to the vote of the 
people of the state, and the next legislature can 
scarcely do otherwise than this. The last state 
legislature adopted an amendment to the state 
constitution forbidding the manufacture or 
sale of any spirituous or malt lijnors as a 
beversge. By constitutional requirement any 
amendment to the constitution must first be adop- 
ted by one legislature, and then, by a two-thirds 
vote of the next, must be submitted to the people 
for ratification. As this prohibitory amendment 
fur Tennessee has already passed the first channe! 
towards becoming a law, great interest centers in 
the next turn. If two thirds of the next legislature 
so votes, the people will vote on the question prob- 
ably next spring. It is said that the state wil! go 
overwhelmingly for prohibition.

The negro prophets alluded to above, got 
theircue from a negro woman in Liberty 
county, who is alleged to have gone to heaven 
and returned on the third day. She stated. on 
awaking from death, that she had found the 
world was going to be destroyed on the 29th 
of September, and she had hastened back in 
order to warn her friends and relstives. Hav- 
ing accomplished this pious duty, she laid back 
in the coffin and died again—lot us hope—for

AWAITING THE TWENTY-NINTH. 


The Prediction of an Earthquake Next 
Wednesday and its Effects. 
Thedoleful prediction of Professor Wiggins, 
which appeared in yesterday’s CoNSTITUTION, 
was one of the absorbing topics of conversa- 
tion in Atlanta yesterday. Coming, as it did, 
just after the threatened recurrence of the 
earthquake in Charleston, Summerville, Au- 
gusta and other cities which suffered most 
frem the shak]lng up three weeks ago, it at- 
tracted the attention even of those who read 
it with a smile of incredulity. 
Though Atlanta had only one very percep- 
tible quake, it has been kept fresh in the 
minds of the people by constant discassion 
and by the observation of various portents 
supposed to foretell some other disaster. Chief 
amcng these have beeu 
THE WRITING SPIDERS 
which have inscribed their weird warnings in 
various parts of the city. One of these pro- 
phetic insects was discovered near the Western 
and Atlantic railroad shops. yesterday just as 
he had finished writing a terrific aggregation 
of alleged letters. A crowd collected about 


his mystic web, and during the day three or 
four hundred people visited it. 
These spiders have been the 


cauese of great alarm torome of the colored 
popoulation, The unusually great number of 
meteors which have flashed acrossthe skies 
almost every night for the past two weeks has 
also been the source of no little comment aud 
alarm, The minds of many people were ripe 
for sucha prediction as that of the Canadian 
prophet. 

Though he graciously exempted Atlanta from 
the line of his coming earthquake, it was pro- 
dicted fora painful proximity to this city, 
and it was reasoned that it might run off the 
track, or spread beyond the limits prescribed 
forit. By a strange coincidences, Professor 
Wiggins, in setting the 2th as the date for 
the great earth uake, hit npona day already 
nemed for the o:currence of great events. 
Many of the negroes have been looking for- 
ward to next Wednesday as the time when

would come. Taey were first directed to this 
day by the prophecy of an old Liberty conaty 
negiess, She died and was laid out. Waile 
her friends were sitting around her coflia she 
‘come to” and told them that she had been to 
the spirit world and there discovered some of 
the secrets of the future, The most important 
of these was that the world was to come to an 
end «n the 2%th of this month. The next 
morningthe old woman really died and her 
last words vere-a warning to her friends to 
prepare for the great day which was so near at 


The negroes all over the s‘ate have been dis 
cussing this imcident. It is a notable fact 
that the negroes in this portion of Georgia are 
by nomeans so superstitious as those in the 
southern part of the state, especially on the 
coast, Sti!l the average Atlanta darky looks 
furward to next Wednesday with great trepi- 
dation. The Wiggins prediction has added no 
little to their alarm. They were talking 
about it all day. Many of them had heird

THE SITUATION IN CHARLESTON. 


Wiggins’s Prediction Discussed—The Work 
of the Relief Committee, 

(CHARLESTON, September 22.—The day has 
passed quietly, the streets presenting an un- 
uewfalecene of activity. ‘The chief subject of 
conversation was the preposterous prediction 
of Wiggins, of a new earthquake on the 29s). 
This urdoubtedly caused alarm and requires 
prompt contradiction, as the nerves of the 
peovie are overstrained already. 

The relief committee reports 750 applicants 
for repairs to houses,in- sums as high as 


$5,000. It is expected that the wok 
of reparation, through means furnished 


by the committee, will begin actively in 
afew days. The sub-committee has reduced 
its force, asthe number of persons requiring 
rations is steadily diminishing. Tho public 
soup kitchen, however, is still largely patron- 
ized, ‘Three out of five city rice milis are in 
full operation. 

As bad as the injury to St. Michael's churcy 
appears on the outside, the damage to the ic- 
terior is quite as great. The heavy arches 
under the galleries are shatte’ ¢1 and the wa Is 
and -ceilings are cracked in many place. 
Nealy all the plastering is down ané@ the enti e 
place seems te betorn up. The organ has 
been taken down and moved. The mural ta'- 
lete and stained glass chancel window, hov- 
ever, are unjnjured, The work of removing 
the porticos and the west and north wails s 
proceeding slowly.

THE NEW ROAD. 


THE SUBSCRIPTION STILL ON THE 
INCREASE. 
Nearly Fiteen Hundred Dollars Added Yesterdsy— 
Words of Bneouragement from All Sides— 
The Road Will Certeiniy bs Built~a 
Word from Judge Hoyt About Ir. 


The subscriptions to the Atlanta and Hawk- 
insville road yesterday reached $1,450, leaving 
$22,500 yet to be raised. A director of the 
road said yesterday, in response to the criticism 
that Atlanta was being asked for too large a 
subscription to the read: 

“Atlanta’s subscription, when it reaches 
$75,000, will be less in proportion than any 
town or city along the route. She has seven 
directors out of the thirteen on the 
board, and to hold these and secure 
the shops and the control of the road 
ehe must raise $75,000: Fort Valley has sub. 
scribed already $20,000, and now offers to add 
$30,0C0 in order to get the shops. It is neces- 
eary that Atlanta should make her subscrip- 
tion $75,000. That done, the directory pledges 
itself to locate the shops in Atlanta, and t 
control of the road will be kept in this city. 
Furthermore, we pledge the people that the 
road will be started at once, under such a con- 
tract 9s will assure its completion, when the 
$22 500 yet to be raised by Atlanta is secured. 
The thirteen directors have levied ten per 
cent on their subecription in order to pay 
the prelimivary expenses and nothing stands 
inthe way ofthe immediate beginn and 
completion of the road from Atlanta to Haw- 
kinsville when the £75,000 has been raised in 
Atlanta.

THROUGH AND LOCAL, 


The Railroad Commissioners Issue an Im 
‘portant Circular. 

In the advertising columns of Tae ConstI- 
TUTION this morning will be found circular 
No. 78 of the Georgia railroad comission, 
The commissicners foreshadow in it impomant 
action affecting the railroads and their pa- 


trons. They first call attention to the very 
wide difference between the rates charged by 
the railroads on through freight 
and those charged on loca! freight. 


The former are much lower than the"latter, 
The commissioners regard the through rates 
as unreasonably low, and declare the local 
rates,in COmBequence, to be an unjust discrimi- 
ination against ali local industries. 

It is recited by the commissioners that a 
part of the fifth section of the act establishing 
the railroad commission reads as follows: 

The commissioners appointed , shall 
make such just and reasonable rules and reguia 
tiovs a8 maybe necessar} fur preventing uujust 
discriminations in the transportation of freight 
and passengers on the railroads in this state. 

The commissioners then declare that, in 
accordance with the requirements of the law, 
it becomes their duty to call the attention of 
the railroads to the existing inequality of 
rates, and to give notice that they are of the 
opinion that a remedy should. be provided. 
The remedy they suggest is, either that the 
rates on through freight should be raised, or 
the commissioners’ classification, so far as arti- 
cles manufactured within the state of Georgia 
are concerned, should be so reduced as to place 
the local rates within a nearer approach to the 
propoitions received by the railroads doing 
business within the state on freight coming 
rom pdints without the stste. 

The commissioners close their circular by 
riquesting all railroads doing business within 
the state to formulate a table of classification 
and rates embracing all articles manufactured 
within the state, and to file the same in the 
oflice of the commission on or before the 2/ith 
day of October, 1886. They also request such 
peisoral cr written explanations as the rail- 
roads may desire to present, to which they 
promise to give their earnest consideration in 
the ¢ffort to arrive at such action as they may 
deem just. 

The proposed revision of the rates will be 
the most important action taken by the com- 
mission in some time, and is likely to make a 
sepfation among the railroads.

A HELPLESS PEOPLE. 
How Greater Suffering Than Earthquakes or 
Pestilence are Met and Overcome. 

The greatest suffering which followed the 
awful Charleston earthquake was among 
women and children. Men are supposed to be 
able to care for themselves, but when a weak 
woman or a delicate child trembling with fear 
is compelled to sleep in the open air it becomes 
terrible, And yet women and children are 
every day enduring sufferings that are even 
worsethan Earthquakes. To see a patient and 
yet feeble wife and mother dragged down by 
disease, bravely striving to care for her house- 
hold ; to witness a puny child whose, outlook 
for life, seems only one of misery is worse than 
any outward evils that one can imagine. 
When women have those weak and depressed 
feelings, that sense of bearing down, pain in 
the back, headache, loss of color, lack of all 
life and energy, our sympathies are aroused 
and it is then we seek arelief.

A PWiecovery 


1. D. Allen, the negro man who was arrested 
ceveral days ago at the instance of Colonel 
Reuben Arnold, was taken before Jadgo 
Manning yesterday for a preliminary trial, 
and in default of bond was sent to the Ful- 
ton county jail. 

During the trial Allen showed a hand that 
indicates he has been playing a winning game 
of some kind, 

The discovery was entirely new to the an- 
thorities, and has opened to thema new field 
for investigation, by which they hope to con- 
vict him of cheating and swindling on an ex- 
tensive scale, and of using without consent 
the names of several persons by which he 
made his scheme  ovilausible." Some 
time ego 8S. P. Woodson, a man who 
was arrested and jailed for cheating and swin- 
dling, became indebted to Colonel Arnold in 
the sum of fifty dollars. Colonel Arnold asked 
Woodson forthe money. Woodson said that 
he did not have it, but that a 
negro man named Allen owed him and offered 
the colonel an order on him. Colonel Arnold 
accepted the order, and, finding Alien, pre- 
scented it. Allen read the order and then said: 

“Colonel, I baven’t the money just now, but 
Ihavea fine pianoand will give you amort- 
gage on that tosecure you.” 

Colonel Arneld accepted the mortgage, and 
a few days laterwent to Allen’s room at 8} 
Maricttactrect tosee the piano, and for the 
first time ascertained that he held a mortgage 
on visiopary property. Hethen went before 
a justice of the peace, and swearing out the 
warrant for Allen, caused his arrest. 
On tbe trial yesterday, the mortgage 
was produced and handed to Allen, He swore 
positively that he never signed the paper. Tie 
¢fficers were then instructed to search Allen’s 
rooms for books and papers bearing his hand 
writing, and the search revealed what the 
i flicers believe to be a thorough swindle. 

Allen had three rooms, No. 9, 11 and 15, at 
&) Marietta street. The rooms were used as 
cffice and bed room. The windows were 
closely curtained; papers were hung over the 
key holes, and shades were placed over the 
tranrom, making the room securely private. 
On the table in his office were found books of 
nearly every colored lodge in Georgia, with a 
listot the members. ‘The most important 
discovery, however, was some papers showing 
that Alien was manipulating an insurance 
company styled the Knights of Honor, and 
his books showed that he had been doing a 
lucrative business. A stack of blank policies, 
or certificates of membership, was found in 
his desk, and besides these was found a large 
bundle of circulars setting forth the objects of 
the association. Letters in great number were 
found, and in every one of these were in- 
quiries about the organization. One of the 
pulicies was. filled out. It was a certificate 
that Mrs. Julia Johnson had become a benefit 
member of C. K. of H. on the 16th day of 
July, J¢+6. It then declared that at the end 
of five years she was entitled to $1,500 
ard in the event of her death one-fifth of the 
sum should be paid to such persons as she 
should designate. The certificate was signed 
by S. P. Woodson,supreme grand reporter, and 
J.D. Allen, supreme grand master. 

The papers showed tbat the organization 
was governed by what was called a “cabinet of 
twelve” This cabinet was given as:

Gossip Concerning the Racr. 


One week from next Wednesday the state 
election will occur. 

Next Tuesday the democrats of Falton coun- 
ty will bave a primary election forthe nomi- 
nation of three representatives. It has been 
supposed for sometime that a equare fight 
would be made at this primary between the 
prohibitionists and the anti-prohibitionists, as 
there was at the senatorial primary, but it 
ecems, from the interviews given below, that 
this is now doubtful. In this issue of Tar 
CONSTITUTION appears the announcenent ofa 
ticket called the “People’s Law and Order 
Ticket.” It was agreed upon yesterday, aftera 
lopg consultation by a number of weil-kaown 
cit)veps who have been prominently identified 
with the prohibition movement. Each of the 
thrce gentlemen named is known asa prohi- 
biticnist, and the ticket wili be recognized as 
a “dry” one. Of the candidates named on i' 
Celonel T. P. Westmoreland is a prominent 
attorney in this city; Dr. J. O. Perkins i3 4 
lending Knight of Labor; ‘Squire J. J. Faia 
is juetice of the peace in Briant’'s district of 
the ccunty. The gentlemen who were instra- 
mental in bringing out this ticket, decline t) 
say anything about it, except that they feel 
jostified in recommending these candidates 
to the people of Fulton county, and that 
they are confident they wili be nominated. 
Each of the candidates has signified his will- 
ingnesstorun. It was reported on good au- 
thority last night that the 

YOUNG MENS’ PROHIBITION CLUB 
which took such an active part in the prohibi- 
tion coutest last fall will in a few days be re- 
organized, and will support Messrs. Westmore- 
land, Perkins and Fain. A meeting in support 
of this ticket will probably be had in a few 
Gays. 

WHAT THE ANTIS SAY. 

Although no official announcement was 
made of the ticket, the public became aware 
ofits indorsement by the Knights of Labor. 
Early in theday and throughout the day the 
ticket, the gentlemen composing it and the 
party from which it will draw support was 
freely discussed. 

There was a general anxiety to kaow 
whether or not the antis would put outa tick- 
et. Some ofthe leading prohibitionists de- 
clared that the party would, and asserted that 
the leaders had made overtures to the prohi- 
bitiopists looking to a mixed ticket, and that 
the probis had declined to enter into any 
agreement. Later in the day a CoNSTITUTION 
reporter met Mr, E. A. Angier, the first vice 
president of the Conseivative Citizens’ associ- 
ation and asked him: 

MR. ANGIER TALKS, 

“Will the antis put outaticket for the leg: 
Islature ?” 

“I baven’t the most remote idea,” 
swered, smiling. 

“But you ought to know.” 

“Why should I know. I am¥notSa member 
of. the anti-party, neither did I know of any 
such an organization.” 

‘Then the C.tizen’s Conservative association, 
what will that bedy do?” 

“I have no idea what they will do. 
tried to settlethe question with the probis, 
but they weuld not doit. We tried to ‘‘clasp 
hands across the bloody chasm,”’ with a view

to prevent this agitation, that is hurtful to the 


city, It dates further back than the legisla- 
tive race. We made overtures to them some 
six weeks ago, for both antis and prohis, by 
common consent to go to the legislature, and 


ask a fair, reasonable modification of the local | 


option act, but they flouted it,” 

“What was it that you wanted?” 

‘As to the details I can’t speak, but Colonel 
Albert Cox can give you the details,as he person- 
aliy participated in the conference committee 
that attempted to effecta just compromise. We 
made cvertures to them as to that, too. We 
deprecate an acrimonious contest. We regret 
such language as Senator Colquitt is reported 
to have used in Nashville, ‘black lies,’ and 
such denunciatory expressions of our good 
people. You see they wont give us 
any representation. We are virtually 
disfranchised, if the ultra prohibs can 
carry out their extreme views of outlawing 
aman because he is conscientiously and on 
principle an anti. They revive the iron clad 
test oath days of reconstruction. Why, Judge 
Hillyer stated from the chair as mayor of the 
last meeting of council that this prohibition 
law ought to be modified so as to permit feeble 
women and invalids to use it medicinally, and 
he said it would be done next November. I 
would like to see the temperance bill Colonel 
Albert Cox advocated in his speech put fairly 
before the people, without being handicapped 
by this cry of the groggeries. I am opposed to 
these low. dives and dens and barrooms, and 
frown down the “saloon in politics,” as much 
asthe Chicago convention. But see (olonel 
Cox, “who acted with authority, under ap: 
pointment from me, under a resolution adopt- 
ed by the party, in his negotiations with the 
other side.”’ 

COLONEL COX TALKS. 

Later in the day a reporter met Colonel Cox, 
and after repeating what Mr. Angier had said, 
asked him what was done in the meeting. 

‘‘The statement of Mr. Angier, so far as it 
concerns me, is substantially correct,” said the 
colonel. “I do not feel at liberty to reveal 
‘details’ of what occurred at the conference, 
because it was understood that if nothing was 
accomplished, nothing should be revealed. 
Sirce then—and then—my every effort has 
been to avert needless agitations. 
Those whom we believe to be leaders on 
the other side talk very nicely, but we have 
not been able so farto get any action from 


‘them. We didn’t know how to get at their 


organizatioy, except through those whom we 
suppoeed were in leadership from ear-marks. 
We stated our willingness and readiness to 
confer, but have heard nothing further. 

“There are maty grave matters pesides this 
prohibition issue that ought to receive atten- 
tion at the primary, especially as but little, if 
anything, can be expected to be done on that 
question before the next legislature. So, we 
suggested that the party might act without 
reference to that question, but were answered 
that it was not possible. As a temperate and 
temperance man, I hope that proper steps will 
be taken to have the liquor traffic fall under 
strict regulations, if voted back to 
Atlanta next year. Bat I’m _s§ afraid 
the probibitionists will oppose this, 
If they do oppose it they will thereby shirk 
the res! issue; and if the old and | s0se system 
jis voted back they will be responsible for not 
having prepared for that contingency. I am 
sure that itis now possivie to prepare strict 
regulations, to take effect if the trade is re- 
stored, which will remove the features of the 
old + sagen which were so repulsive to our 
people; and I think it a duty on whoever may 
be elected to propose that safeguard.” 

Several gentlemen who are prominent inthe 
conservative party, who are supposed to know 
just what the party is doing wers seen, but 
none of them appeared disposed to talk fur- 
ther than to say that the party would not put 
out apy candidates. 

Besides the three candidates on the ‘Peo- 
pies’ Law and Order ticket,” Colonel Sam Weil 
und Captain Wellborn M. Bray are in the field 
to stay, so there will be a contest even if the 
Coreervative club does not bring out a ticket. 

WHO CAN VOTE. 

Atthe primary next Tuesday all recognized 
democrats can vote, regardless of the registra- 
tion list. 

The next day or two may make some fur- 
ther developments in the legislative contest,

At half past 5 o’clock Judge Clark delivered 
his charge to the jury. It wasone of the 
clearest charges ever delivered by that gen- 
tleman, and when the jury retired to their 
room they carried with them a thorough 
knowledge of the case, and the bearing to be 
placed on the evidence adduced. Ata few 
minutes past six o’clock the jury retired to 
their room, and in about one hour returned 
with averdict of guilty of manslanghter. 
Whittaker did not say how he liked the ver- 
dict, but it is supposed that he is satisfied.

A Negro Girl Gives the Guards the Grand Laugh~—A 
Nigro With Double Shackles Makes Away— 
A Men Fined twenty-Fve Dollars and 
Cost and Goes to the Stockade, 


Fannie Bighy, the negro woman who was 
eentenced to twenty-six and a half days ia the 
stockage by Judge Anderson Monday morn- 
ing, and was taken to the prison that after- 
noon, made her escape yesterday. 

This makes three escapes from the stockade 
sizce last week. 

Fannie Bigby is one of the worst characters 
with whom the police department has to con- 
tend. When not in thecity prison, county 
jail, chain gavg or stockade, she is in some 
devilment or trying to avoid arrest. On 
Monday when she was arraigned in at 
lice court she became  s0 offensive 
in ber conduct that Judge Anderson gaye her 
filteen é@ays in addition to the six and a half 
duys already imposed. Monday afternoon 
when she reached the stockade she began 
raising disturbances among the prisoners, and 
attempted to organize an insurrection, saying 
that “a would leadit. Ou Tuesday morn- 
ing when she was led out to the works she re- 
fused to perform the task assigned her, and 
considerable difficulty was experienced in 
getting her towork, All day she was trouble- 
some and agly. Yesterday morning she was 
taken into the pea patch and put to work. 
Very much to the astonishment of her fellow 
prisoners and the guerd, shewent to work with 
a wil), By nine o’clock she'was hoeing her 
own row pretty well and the guard beiieving 
that she had decided to change her ways did 
not watch her so closely. [ut the woman 
watched the guard and when he was at one 
end of the pea patch and she was at the other 
the dropped her hoe and darted for the woods. 
She was well under way when the guard dis- 
covered ber and being a swift ramner made 
good her escape. 

Six or eight days ago, Henry Dorsey,a ne- 
gro who givesanew name every time he is 
arrested, was sent to the stockade for thirty 
days. Dorsey’s right nameis Frank Colvert, 
end by thatname he was once registered in 
the state penitentiary department. 
well known sneak thief and house breaker. 
When Dorsey was received at the stockade he 
was double shackled but the irons were not 
heavy enough to hold Dorsey, and a day or 
two ago he took French leave of the guard and 
carried his ironsaway with him. Dorsey cer- 
tainly can have no use for the irons, and the 
keeper ofthe stockade would like to have 
them sent back so that he can hang them up 
where they can beseen by allof Dorsey’s 
friends, 

A few dass before Dorsey made his absence 
known at the stockade Dolly Flournoy, who 
was in for fifteen days, thought she would 
prefer liberty to prison, and without a farewell 
word skipped out. The woman will hardly 
return of her own free will. 


He Rode Out to the Stockade. 


George McDonnell, a large, stout, able-bod- 
ied man, was arraigned in police court yester- 
day morning and asked to plead to the charge 
of disorderly conduct. McDonnell was arrest- 
ed early yesterday morning by call officer 
Thompson upon a complaint made by Mary 
McDaniel, a small girl. The evidence showed 
thatthe man had dogged the child about 
the streets for somo time, and had 
spoken to her several times. Judge 
Anderson gave the man a lengthy, sound lec- 
ture, and fined him $25 and costs. McDonnell 
was upableto pay the fine, and was sent to 
the stockade, where he will serve out the fine 
at the rate of fifty centsa day.
